DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment dated 02 July 2008 has been received and made of 
record. 

2. Claims 1 , 4, 5, 8, 9, 1 2, 1 3 and 1 6-21 have been amended. Claims 1,4,5, 8, 9, 
12, 13 and 16-21 are currently pending. 

3. Applicant's amendment obviates previously raised 35 U.S.C. 1 03 and 1 1 2 
rejections. As such, said rejections are hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1, 4, 5, 8, 9, 12, 13 and 16-21 are allowed. 

5. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as 
persuasively argued by Applicant [remarks of 02 July 2008 pages 13-17], none of Cone, 
Okazawa and Oppenheimer, considered seperately or in any permissible combination, 
teaches or suggests that the multicast address for a discovery request for periplieral 
devices in a sleep status is different from a multicast address for a discovery request for 
peripheralls in a normal status, as is claimed in each of the independent claims (1 , 5, 9, 
13, 17, 18, 19 and 20).
